Louiſiana, above 50 Years ago. He 
got thither through Canada; that is, 
he went down the River Mzrf/;/eppz 
as lar as the Gulph of Mexico, where 
it falls into the Ocean. Before him, 
the Hugliſb had attempted to go up 
the River ; but when they came to a 
certain Winding, which forms a' Cir- 
cle, only 7 Leagues below New Or- 


B leans, 


ONSIEUR de In Halle, a Norman, 
3 was the firſt who diſcovered 
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Jeans, they conjectured, upon finding 


themſelves much about the Place 
from whence they departed the Even- 
ing before, that they were got to 
the End, and could go no further ; 
whereupon they returned back. From 
hence this Place 1s called the Detour 
des Anglots. 


BoTH the beginning and ending of 
that Winding, are, I think, to the 
Eaſt ; ſo that, in the Space of two 
or three Hours, one has the Sun both 
beſore and behind; and this it was 
that deceived the poor Engliſh. Mon- 
ſieur de la Salle, who came down the 


Miſiſippi as far as the Gulph, went 


back the ſame Way up to Canada; 
from whence he returned to France, 
and made Application to the King 
for a Ship, in order to compleat the 
Diſcovery of this Country, which was 
accordingly granted to him. By this 


Means 
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Means the Louiſiana belongs to the 
French. 


TE Country was found inhabited 
all along the Mi ſſifippi by ſmall ſavage 
Nations, who had no Manner of 
Knowledge of the French : They 
might, however, have ſeen, or heard 
talk of white Men, becauſe the Eng- 
liſh, and after them the French, had 
diſcovered, and taken Poſſeſſion of 
the Iſland of Mobile, which is called 
Fort Conde. Ten Leagues from 
thence, upon the Sea Shore, ſtands 
Fort Dauphin, which is called Maſſa- 
cre, becaule the Savages deſtroyed and 
maſlacred at that' Place an infinite 
Number of the Engliſh. One hun- 
dred Leagues from Mobile, going up 
a River of the ſame Name, is a Port 
called Tombekbe, where there 1s 


a commanding Officer and a Garri- 
{on.

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ABOVE 100 Leagues from Mobile, 
purſuing the Courle of the River of 
the Hlibamons, ſtands Fort Toulouſe, 
where there is likewiſe a command- 
ing Oihcer and a Garriſon. 


THESE Countries are inhabited by 
the Chicacas, a ſavage Nation, againſt 
whom we have hitherto ſtood upon 
o'r Guard; but we are now treating 
about Peace with them ; they are 
quitting the Side of the Engliſh, and 

. Vaudrentt is juſt gone to Mob:le 
1 treat with their Chiefs, and to re- 
ceive their Preſents, and give them 

thers; for theſe Gentry make Pre- 
ſents Pilla, that is, Gratrs, provided 
Preſents are alſo made to them. There 
we have alſo the Chaktas, or Flat- 
heads, about 5000 Men fit to bear 
Arms, who are our great Friends, 
and declared Enemies of the Chica— 
cas, Whole Friends they will be- 
come,

come, if Peace 1s concluded. They 
are called Chaktas, becauſe their 
Heads are really flat; occaſioned by 
this, that as ſoon as they are born, 
and during their Infancy, their Heads 
are bound very tight with Fandages, 
inſomuch that they can look up per- 
pendicularly, without lifting up their 
Heads. I ſhall ſlightly pals o er 
theſe Cantons, becauſe I have not 
been among them; I only knoy, that 
the Way to them 15 through the 
Lake of Ponchartrain, which lies a 
League from New Orleans to the 
Northward. It is eafy to conclude, 
that the Nations which the French 
found along the Mifghppt, did not 
carry on any Commerce: Ihe) dwelt, 
as they do ſtill, in wooden Cabbins 
very ill built, and diſtant enough lrom 
each other, ny do not appear hke 
Cities or Town ; they call them 


Villages, 
THE 
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THE Cuſtom is to travel on the 
River, it not being poſſible to make 
long Journeys by Land, becauſe of 
the bad Roads, Moraſſes that muſt 
be traverſed, thick Foreſts, and the 
Difficulty of finding Victuals, tho' 
wild Oxen, Kidsand wild Foul might 
be found ; but then, as there could 
be no other Way of going than on 
Foot, a Man could not carry a ſuffi- 
cient Quantity of Powder and Shot. 
It would be more ealy for the Sava- 
ges, who walk very well in the 
Woods, and eſteem it but a ſmall 
Matter to live ſeveral Days without 
eating; but they nevertheleſs per- 
form their Journeys by Water, ex- 
cepting the CHicacas, who are mach 
aſraid of it. 


WE have an open Trade with the 
Spantards and Americans ; by Ame— 
ricans, I mean the Merchants who 

| come 
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come from St. Domingo and Marti- 
nico by Sea. There is no going into 
America by the River Miſſiſippi, the 
Source of which 1s not diſcovered ; 
and it is navigated upon no farther 
than from the Sea as high as the Red 
River, 200 Leagues from New Orle- 
ans, where one Leaves 1t to go to 
the Nanchez ; and from thence, by 
other Rivers, as far as the Illinozs ; 
from whence one goes on to Canada, 
partly by Land and partly by Water: 
In order to do ſo, Canoes are made 
of the Bark of Trees, which are bound 
with Twigs, and which two Men 
carry where there is a Foot-way ; 
and: you get into them to croſs any 
Moraſſes, Lakes or Bays which inter- 
vene. I have never been this Jour- 


ney, and therefore ſpeak of it only 
from Hear-ſay. | 


HERETOFORE we traded with the 
Spahiardo, to whom we carried proper 
Mer- 
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Merchandizes, for which they paid 
in good Piaſtres ; but Monſieur Vau- 
dreuil has forbid carrying any more to 
them ; 1f they want us, they muſt 
come to us. It is to be preſumed, 
that he has ſuthcient Reaſons for hin- 
dering theſe Voyages. | 


We trade at preſent with the A. 
mericans, to whom, for their Stuits 
and Rum, we give Piaſtres, or other 
Goods, chiefly Peaſe aud Beans, which 
are very rare, eſpecially at Martinico; 
we alſo ſupply them with Timber 
for building Ships. To the Mer- 
chants who bring Stuffs, Cloth, Wine, 
Brandy, Liquors, Arms and Meal 
from France, we give, in Exchange, 
Tobacco, Rice, Mahis, Cotton, In- 
digo, Skins, Pine-wood, Cyprus, Ce- 
dar, Log-wood, Pitch, Tar, or Piaſ- 
tres; Paper Bills having no Currency 
but in the Colony: We do allo give 


them Eills of Exchange : Laſtly, we 
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ſupply the Savages with Fuſils, Pow- 
der, Shot, Knives, Needles, Razors, 
Vermillion, Woollen, Ribbons, Blan— 
kets, Shirts, blew and red Cloth, 
and Brandy well mixed with Water; 
for which we get Skins of wild Oxen, 
Kids, Otters, Beavers, Veniſon, or 
P. Fowl, and whatever elſe they 

n get that pleaſes. Theſe, alſo, 
who come often to New Orleans take 
Paper Notes in Payment. 


Tarr French live ſociably enough, 
but the Officers are too free with the 
Town's People; and the Town's 
People that are rich are too proud 
and lofty ; their Inferiors hardly dare 
ſpeak to them, and here, as every 
where elfe (to make Uſe of a com- 
mon Proverb) an upſtart Fellow thinks 
that others are not worthy to look 
at him. Every one ſtudies his own 
Profit ; the Poor labour for a Week, 


and ſquander in one Day all they 
'S have 
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: 
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have earned in fix; ſrom thence 


ariſes the Profit of the Publick-houles, 


which flouriſh every Day : The rich 
ſpend their Time in ſeeing their 
Slaves work to improve their Lands, 
and get Money, which they ſpend 1n 
Plays, Balls and Feaſts; but the 
molt common Paſtime of the higheſt 
as well as loweſt, and even of the 
Slaves, is Women; ſo that if there 
are z00 Women married, or unmar- 
ried in New Orleans, including all 
Ranks, I don't believe, without Ex- 
aggeration, that there are ten of them 
of a blameleſs Character; as for me, 
I know but two of thoſe, and even 
they are privately talked of. What 


I fay of New Orleans, J ſay of the 


whole Province, without being guilty 
of Slander or Calumny. Laws are 
obſerved here much in the fame Man- 
ner as in France, or worſe: The 
rich Man knows how to procure him- 


ſelt Juſtice of the Poor, if the Affair 
18 
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is to his Advantage ; but if the poor 
Man is in the right, he is obliged to 
enter into a Compoſition ; if the rich 
is in the wrong the Affair is ſtifled. 
They deal fairly with ſuch as are very 
ſharp-ſighted : As the King is at a 
great Diſtance, they make him pro- 
vide Victuals, Arms and Cloathing 
for the Troops, which thoſe who 
keep the Offices or Magazines, ell, 
and put the Money 1n their own 
Pockets; the poor Soldier, for whom 
they were deſigned, never ſo much 
as ſeeing them. 


L us now take a View of what 
relates to the Table. Thoſe who 
have not much Money are ſeldom 
without Wine in their Cellars ; the 
Tradeſman 1s ſeldom a Week with- 
out drinking it beyond Moderation; 
but that is nothing in compariſon 
with the Soldier: I muſt here give 
you a ſhort Detail of his Life, as l 

C 2 can 
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can do it better than another. That 
the Reader may the better compre- 
bend the Expence of his way of liv- 
ing, I ſhall ſet down the Price the 
Soldier pays for Eatables and Drink- 
ables at a Tavern. Liquors are a 
Piitole a Bottle ; Brandy three Livres 
fiſteen Sols; Rum and Wine fifty 
Sols; Bread twelve Sols a Pound; 
Butcher's Meat ſix Sols; a ſucking 
Pig 100 Sols, a Turkey three or 
four Livres; a Goole, fifty Sols; a 
Duck twenty-five ; a Teal twelve; 
a imall Sallad thirty; and if one will 
pals a Quarter of an Hour with a 
Female, white, red, black or tawny, 
you muſt reckon upon a Bill of fifty 
Sols. Now let us ſee the Soldier's 
Life : What a rare Subject for a Fa- 
vourite of the Muſes! But as I am 
not ſo, I will deſcribe it in a plain 
Ma ner, as I have done in all the 
Articles, which you, perhaps, have 
juſt been reading.

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A Short Account of the Soldier's 
Life in Louiſiana. 


R I' NK without Thirſt awaking 
in the Morning, and rubbing 
his Fyes with his two Fiſts, cries out 
with a maſculine Voice, //ho will 
drink 8 Dram with me © His inſepa— 
rable Companion, Drin for ever, 
immediately anſwers, tho' hall afleep, 
Iii Run to Wine and Thirſty 
leap out of Bed directly, and join 
them: There's a Party made of four, 
who fly to the Liquor Magazine; 
each takes a Chair ; a Bottle of the 
golden Liquor makes its Appearance 
upon a Table ſufficiently dirty, en- 
compaſſed with four Glaſſes, which 
are quickly filled, and as ſoon emp- 
tied: In a ſhort Time the Bottle is 
empty allo; then comes 1n another, 
ſucceeded by a third, and that ſol- 


lowed 
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lowed by a fourth. Thus my four 
Squires have each got a Bottle of 
Brandy 1n his Paunch ; this 15 only 
to begin with. "Twwould be a Shame, 
cries Thirſty with a loud Voice, to 
come to the Tavern for this Trifle, let's 
have ſome Wine: Some Wine is una— 
nimouſly ecchoed by all the jovial 
Company: The Wine's brought in; 
each of them ſwallows down two or 
three Bottles, and then they talk of 
Breakfaſt: No Time is loſt, the 
Cloth is laid, and they eat, not for- 
getting to drink plentifully. Pinta

THEY grow warm, talk of War ; 
one takes the Fort of the Chicacas ; 
this cuts them to Pieces, that poiſons 
them, another burns them; Night 
approaches; one fleeps upon the 
Table, another ſmoaks, the third 
ſings, and the fourth talks very much, 

very

very loud, and ſays nothing; a charm- 
ing Sight | [ The Landlady would go 
to Bed, but the Drunkards won't 
leave tha Houſe for fear of being put 
into Priſon, becauſe the Barracks are 
ſhut up; the Landlady cries, the 
Soldiers ſwear, and at laſt are per- 
mitted to paſs the Night there; they 
get a Supply of Wine, and Grin or 
ſleep _ Floor, or upon a 
Bench, till Morning, when they be- 
gin 11 the ſame Manner as the Day 
before, and fo go on for a Week or 
Fortnight, till they have no Money 
left. From the Tavern they go to 
the Houſe of ſome good-natured 
Lady, and demoliſh the Furniture, 
or elſc return to their Quarters, and 
ſo ends that Debauch. The next 
Day they are either very fick, or very 
ſorry that they have not wherewirhal 
to begin again. All who have Mo- 
ney ſollow the ſame Courſe; fo that 
the Taverns are never without Sol- 

diers ; 
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diers; and I have ſeen ſome of them 
for whole Months together without 
being ſober. < 

TRE Reader, perhaps, will ask 
me, how they manage to be able to 
ſpend ſo much? The Difficulty is 
not hard to reſolve; moſt of them 
work, and they ſpend 1n a Fortnight 
what they have been fix Months earn- 
ing. That is not what I am ſur- 
prited at ; but what I can't conceive, 
is, how they can bear ſuch exceſſive 
Drinking; for I have ſeen ſome in- 
tirely. out of their Senſes for whole 
Months together, drinking nothing 
but Brandy all the Time, and 1n that 
Condition cohabit with diltempered 
Women, and yet they are fat, ruddy, 
and enjoy excellent Health: This is 
above my Comprehenſion ; I there- 
lore proceed to ſomething elle. 


IN 
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In the upper Part of the Country, 
towards the Illinois, beſides Wine 
and Brandy, they have a wild Grape, 
with which they make, as I am told, 
a {mall ſowriſn Wine; ; they alſo ex- 
tract a Sirrup from 5 certain Tree, 
which is called Erable, by making 
Inciſions therein, out of which this 
Sirrup runs, without damaging the 
Tree ; and 'tis a very good Liquor 
by Re port of thoſe who have taſted 
It. There 3 is Wheat alſo among the 
1Ilinoss, but not enough to ſupply the 
Province with Flower. There is Meat 
at the Shambles every Day, Beef, 
Veal and Mutton. Wild Beef, and 
all Sorts of wild Fowl are only eaten 
in the Winter, but that does not pre- 
vent the killing Meat conſtantly at 
the Shambles. Pork is alſo a com- 
mon Food; every body rears it, even 


the Slaves; and they rear Fowls 
allo. | 
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As the Ground is very ſoft, a Plow 
15 leldom uſed, but it is dug by the 
Slaves; and thoſe whoſe Ground 1s 
hard — for the Plow, make Uſe 
of Oxen ; they are alſo uſed in the 
Carriages, the Horſes being only fit 
for riding; and even for that, they 
. are but little eſteemed, they are ſo 
} very ſmall. 


7 Lovisiana, in its full Extent, 
Kage a above 800 Leagues of Coun- 
„but it is far from being all in- 
abited I have mentioned above 
the Poſts to the Eaſt of Mſobile. Let 
us now begin at the Mouth of the 
River Miſihippi. There is a Fort to 
the Eaftward by the Sea Side, called 
Baliſe, where there is a commanding 
Othcer and a Garriſon, and by which 
Ships enter into the River. Thirty 
Leagues from Baliſe, one begins to 


find Habitations on both Sides the 
River, 


— 
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River, at the Diſtance of a League 
or two from each other. It is ten 
Leagues from the firſt Habitation to 
New Orleans : The Habitations above 
that Place are half a League or a 
League from each other. Ten Leagues 
above the Town is a Poſt called the 
Germans, becauſe inhabited by German 
Families: There is a French com- 
manding Officer and a ſmall Garriſon. 
Thirty Leagues higher is Pointe 
Couppee, where there is a command. 
ing Officer and a ſmall Garriſon, with 


ſome Inhabitants. One hundred Leagues 


higher, are the Nakchas, which about 
twenty Years ago was the beſt ſettled 
Part of the Colony; but the Savages, 
who gave Name to that Country, re- 


volted, and in the Night ſurpriſed, 


and either maſſacred or burnt the 


Frenchmen, and made all the Women 
Slaves. Perhaps the Reader won't 
be ſorry to have an Account of their 
Cruelty, which I have learnt from 
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ſome of thoſe Women, who now live 
at New Orleans, and with whom I am 


well acquainted. 


Tux barbarous Nakchas regarded 
neither Age nor Sex ; they burnt at 
Cadre all the Men whom they took 
alive; they deſtroyed the Children 
and the Women with Child, whom 
they looked upon as an Encumbrance, 
and made Slaves of the others, among 
whom were ſeveral Officer's Wives. 
Thoie poor Wretches ſuffered un- 
heard- of Torments ; the moſt cruel 
of which was, being forced to yield 
to the brutiſh Paſſions of their Maſ- 
ters: What more ſhocking for a 
Chriſtian and virtuous Woman! They 
were employed in carrying Water, 
cutting and carrying Wood, pounding 
Mahis, making Sagamité 4 baking 
it: They had nothing to live upon 
but the Scraps which thoſe Monſters 
of Nature threw to them, as to Dogs, 
and 


E 
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and ſo little, that what ſupported 


them for a Day was hardly ſutfeient 
for one Meal. In this Conditioi: thoſe 
unfortunate Frenchwomen remained for 


two or three Years, expoled ro be 
cruelly beat for the ſlighteſt Faults : 
They were at laſt ranſomed, but 


ſome of them carrying, with the Fe- 
male Sex, a manly Heart and Cou- 
rage, ſaved themſelves by killing 
their Tyrants. By Degrees the Nac= 
chas were deſtroyed ; however, there 
are {till a few of them left amon 
the Chicachas, whom thele lait pro- 
miſe to give up alive or dead. 


THis Poſt is towards the North, 
and has a commanding Othcer and 
a Garriſon, with three or four Inhabi- 
tants. From thence comes the beſt 
Tobacco of the Country. The Soil 
15 very good, and very agreeable, 
there being prodigious fine Meadows 
and Mountains, inſomuch that it 


looks 
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looks like a little France. From thence 


the Courſe of the River leads to the 
South, where you find the Natchi- 
touches ; from whom you proceed to 
New Mexico, where there are Mines 
of Gold Duſt. To go from the Nac- 
kas to the Illinois, and to Canada, 
you muſt quit the River Miſſiſippi, 
and enter upon the Red River; and 
from that, upon others, where you 
find the Jonicas, the Arcanſas, the 
Atacapas, the Avoyelles, the Car- 
caſſias, and the Illinois, and higher 
up the Pans, the Nicanies, the Mi. 


ſouris, the Ouyas, and the River 


Onabache, &c. 


THE Country of the Iliuois is full 
of Mountains, from which they get 
Stones fit for building Houſes. There 
is a commanding Officer and two 
Companies of 50 Men each, who 


ſupply the neighbouring Poſts. The 


Illinois lie far to the North, facing 
the 


(25) 
the Gulph of Mexico; ſo that if one 
could go thither from Baliſle directly 
croſs the Woods, without going up 
the Mifſiippr, it would fave near 
400 Leagues, There are Iron and 
Lead Mines among the 1//1no;s. They 
make Salt in Leaden Kettles, and get 
Water for it out of the neighbouring 


Lakes, which are ſaltiſh. 


As to what relates to Game, it 1s 
open and allowed to every body ; it 
not being poſſible to make Incloſures 
in the Woods, where the game Haunt. 
The Dearneſs of the Bread, worth 16 
Sols 8 Deniers a Pound, that Coun- 
try Money does not hinder the Poor 
from eating it tho' they make ſome 
Rice, which is much cheaper, and is 
the ordinary Food of the low Sort of 
People. The Slaves are fed with 
Rice, or with Mahis husked and boiled, 
which is called Sagamité. 


WE 
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Wer have no proper Fairs; the 
Slaves are fold from one Perſon to 
another, or by Auction. There are 
very few ſavage Slaves, becauſe we 
are at Peace with all the Nations ; 


| thoſe we have, were taken in former 


Wars, and we keep them. Our Ne- 
groes are procured from the Iſlands, 
or from Guinea. 


PERHAPS the Reader will be glad 
to know what we do with our Paper 
Notes when they are much worn : 


We ſew them up, or when they are 


too old, we carry them back to the 
Treaſury, and get New Ones. 


THE Forces are pretty well kept; 
they haveacompleat Cloathing every 
two Years, and Part of a Cloathing 
every Year; but 'tis not very faith- 
fully diſtributed 5; for out of three 


Cloathings the Commullaries make 
Shitt 


* * 
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Shift to get one. They have pretty 
fine Ammunition Bread, One half 
Pound a Day, and ten Pound of ſalt 

Pork a Month. The Money to be 
paid them after deducting Off- Reck- 
onings come to 29 Sols, 6 Deniers 
per Month, which the King directs 
to be paid in French Money ; but, 
inſtead of that, thay give them Paper 
Notes, which amount only to 14 Sols, 

Deniers of France, the reſt goes 
into the Commiſſaries Pockets. 
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THe Country was at firſt ſettled by 
leud good for nothing People, ſent 
from France by Force; afterwards by 
young People who went thither by 
Choice, and by young People who 
had no Fathers, taken, with their own 
Good-will, out of the Hoſpitals at 
Paris and POrtent. At prelent no 
Women are ſent there againſt their 
Will. Sometimes falte Coiners and 
Smugglers are ſent thither, but they 

? E. are 


628) 
are free in the Country, and work for 
themſelves; and even thoſe of them 
who chuſe to enter among the Troops, | 
are received there, provided they 
ave not paſſed thro' the Hands of 
Juſtice. 


Tue mechanick Arts flouriſh : 
The King ſends Workmen for build- 
ing and repairing his Ships: He en- 
tertains Seamen there, and Workmen 
in Wood and Iron. 


As this Country belongs to the 
King, the Company has no Office 
there; however, they keep an Agent, 
who pays himſelf out of old Debts, 
and inriches himſelf, tho' the Com- 
pany gets little. 


THE Youth here are employed in 
hunting, fiſhing and pleaſuring very 
ſew learn the neceſſary Sciences, or 
at beſt it is what is leaſt attended to. 


The 
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The Children, even of the beſt Sort, 
know how to fire a Musket or ſhoot 
an Arrow, catch Fiſh, draw a Bow, 
handle an Oar, ſwim, run, dance, 
play at Cards, and underſtand Paper 
Notes, before they know their Let- 
ters or their God. A Child of fix 
Years of Age knows more here of 
raking and ſwearing than a young 
Man of 25 in Fance; and an inſolent 
Boy of 12 or 13 Years of Age will 


boldly inſult, and ſtrike an old Man. 
THe different Ranks of People 


here, are the Governor, the Com- 
miſſary Director (for he has not the 
Title of Intendant) the King's Lieu- 
tenant, the Major, the military Offi- 
cers, the Council, the Officers of the 
Quil, the Milita Officers, the Troops 
and the People. 


I deſire the Reader to confider that 


I do not pretend to give this as a 
E 2 ſtudied 
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ſtudied Piece, my Deſign is to grati- 
ſy the Curioſity of {ome Perſons who 


have done me the Honour to deſire 


an Account of the Country where I 
am, which have done plainly and 
ingeniouſly. As to the Manners and 
Cuſtoms of the People, I relate them 
as they are; and if any Part ſeems 
ſatirical, it does not proceed from 
Malice, I could not ſuppreſs it, with- 
out betraying the Truth. I might, 
indeed, have a little more ſpared 
thoſe whom I find occaſion to cenſure ; 
but ] ſpeak my Mind freely, and like 
another Des-Preaux (the Compariſon 
15 4 little raſh) I give every Thing 


its proper Appellation; and I do poſi- 


tively affirm that in this Country 


A Diſregard to Heaven's ſhewn ; the Judges 
partial are: 

Honeſty is quite deſpiſed; and common are the 
Fair.

IT is but three Days fince I re- 
turned from Mobile, where ] ſpent 
three Months, and ſupported many 
Attacks on the Part of all the Sava- 
ges of this Continent, who came to 
ſee me, and 1 made them the cuſto- 
mary Preſents. I ſaw at leaſt 3000 
of them, of different Nations, whom

it was neceſſary to ſatisfy, which as 
we well know is no eaſy Matter; but, 
God be thanked, every thing ſucceed- 
ed extreamly well, and even beyond 
the Ex pectation of this Colony, To 
judge by Appearances, I hope, before 
three Months are at an End, to give 
the Country Reſt, and make a gene- 
ral Peace with all the Nations; and 
W then this Colony will become ver 

W flouriſhing. It is the fineſt Climate 
in the World ; the Seaſons are very 
regular, . the Country very healthful : 
It- 15 hot for four Months, which are 
Fane, Fuly, Auguſt and September, 
and the reſt a perpetual Spring: We 
make Fires between four and five 
Months: The Land is very fruitful, 
| and produces ſurpriſingly : The Peo- 
ple cultivate Indigo much, which 
ſucceds very well: Trade becomes 
conſiderable; there is not a Year 
paſſes but above twenty Sail of Ships 
come from St. Domingo and Marti- 


nico, 
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nico, and they carry back Wood of 
all Sorts, which is wanted in thoſe 
Iſlands; there come only 3 or E Ships 
from France, beſides the King's Ship: | 
They all do pretty well. The Neigh- 
bourhood of the Spaniards is very iſ 
advantagious to this Country; wei 
draw from them at leaſt a Million a | 
Yeac in Piaſtres, and every one comes 
in for his Share. Nothing is wanted iſ 
but Negroes, and they begin to bring 
ſome of them this Year. I have had 
four of them for my Fees. I hope

Pidg2ons, 57 Oxen and Cows, as 
any Sheep, and the reſt in Propor-| 9 
tion.

DE AR BROTHER, N 


Take, with the greateſt Pleaſure imagi- 
nable, this Opportunity to aſſure you of 
my tender Affection towards you. I have 
been extreamly well ever fince the King's 
Ship's Departure. I returned but three Days 
ago from Mobile, where I ſpent near three 
Months, hearing all the Harangues of the 
Chatta Savages, and others, and diſtributing 
to them their annual Preſents ; I never ſaw 
ſo much Tractableneſs in any Nation as in 
that; I did what I pleaſed with them, 
which has ſurpriſed Numbers of People, 
who expected I ſhould meet with inſurmoun- 
table Difficulties. I muſt tell you, dear 
Brother, that when I came here, the Chi- 
kacas had takei, ſeven or eight Frenchmen 
in the River of the Arcanſas, killed one, 
and carried away the reſt into Slavery home 
to their Villages: As ſoon as they heard of 
my Arrival in this Colony, they lent me 
back all our Frenchmen, with the great Flag 
and a Wand of Peace, begging I would 
have Compaſſion of them, andgrant them 
Peace, promiſing they would for ever ad- 
here to me, even more than any other 
Nation 
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Nation of this Continent. They added 
that they knew me to be the Son of 4 
mighty Chief, who had long governed the 
northern People, and made them all happy; 
that they hoped, I would ſhew the ſame 
Regard for thoſe of this Continent ; and 
that if I favoured them, they would be 
more attached to the French than any other 
Nation; and a thouſand Things, one ſtron- 

er than another. I gave them to under- 
fand, that I was ſatisfied with them, but 

that I would not determine any Thing 
without the Conſent of the Chaktas, our 
good Allies, with whom I would prevail 
to grant them the Peace they defired, upon 
Condition they would drive the Exgliſb out 
of their Country, who were the Authors of 
their Misfortunes, and were of a dangerous 
Spirit, always endeavouring to embroil all 
the World, and aimed at nothing ſo much 
as the Deſtruction of the red Men. They 
finally anſwered me, That they would ac- 
cept of the Condition, and would drive the 
Engliſh away, and never receive them more. 
In conſequence of which, I ſpoke to the 
Chactas (which is the Nation it is moſt our 
Intereſt to manage) who left it to me, ei- 
ther to make Peace or War; and ſaid, they 
would attend my Orders, and always con- 
form themſelves to my Deſire ; ſo that if 
the Chicachas execute the Conditions they 
F 2 have 
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have propoſed to me, the Peace will be 
general inthis Country before two Months 
arc at an End,and this Place will become ve- 
ry conſiderable. It is capable of being made 
the fineſt Colony the King has in the World. 
It docs not become me to blame the Con- 
duct of others, but many an unpardonable 
Fault has been committed: I proceed di- 
rectly oppolite in many Things, and ſuc- 
ceeded perſectly well: I found they were to 
be reſolutely ſpoken to, and I acted accord- 
ingly. The Red Shoes was the humbleſt 
of them all, and I regarded him leſs than 
auy other Chief at Medaille. They had 
given him too much Authority in his Na- 
tion; I endeavoured to leſſen it, by re- 
trenching from his Government the eight 
Villages lying to the Weſt, as alſo the 
Chacchoumas, and I have taken them to my 
lf: I defy him now to do any Harm, and 
I ſtrongly aſſured him, before all the Chiefs 
at Hedaille, and the Warriors of the whole 
Nation, that the very firit Complaint I 
ſhould have of him, I would retrench his 
preſent, and deprive him of my Table. 
He became more humble for all this, and 
promiſed Wonders. There has not any |} 
thing remarkable happened in this Colony 
ſince my laſt, which I ſent by Mr. A 
court, I informed you of the Views I had 
for Mr. de Bienville's Plantation; the Pur- 


chaſe 
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chaſe was 20000 Livres, payable in two 
Years, on Condition that Mr. de Wau eps 
ſhould favour me in regard to your Draughts. 
In the mean time I tenanted it ot him tor 
1100 Poſtols. As that Plantation was deſti- 
tute of Negroes and ploughing Oxen, a. d 
I had nothing of what is neceſſary t > 1m- 
prove it. I found I was bubbled, ths de- 
termined me to buy that of Mr. G can, 
who is going over to ſettle in ame. an 
to pay in four Years 30009 Livres f 1 ir 
four Payments made in H ance at the Rate 
of 7600 Livres each Year, bev111:1) ins 
preſent at the Return of the King's Ship. 
As I make no doubt but Mr. de A, D 
will grant me Bills of Exchange in the Vi- 
ſtribution that will be made of them, I 
thought I ought not to heficate a Momdut 
in concluding the Bargain. There are upon 
that Plantation twenty-eight Negroes, molt 
of whom know ſome Trade: If | was wiil- 
ing to ſell them, I could get for them above 
the Sum I have agreed for. It is a very 
good Settlement well ſtock'd with all Man- 
ner of Utenſils. This is not to be wonder'd 
at coming out of the Hands ofa Warehouſe 
Keeper. There are * 57 Horn Cattle, as 
many Sheep, a fine Dove-houſe well ſtock'd

IT H true Pleaſure I have receiv'd 
| the Letter you honour'd me with 
of the Third of laſt June by the 1[//inozs, 
it came in three Months Time, by the 
Orders you had given to the Sieur Beftct. 


am ſenſible of the Part you have taken 


in promoting my Brother in the King's 
Regiment. 


IT is very agreeable to me to find that you 
have conceiv'd ſuch an Idea of the Means 
that I may take to procure this Colony, the 
Tranquility that it greatly wants, you fur- 
niſh me with theſe Means, Sir, when you 
give me the Aſſurances you do. I ſhall 
labour to ſucceed and anſwer your Expec- 
tations, and ſhall acquaint you with what 
paſſes in Regard to the Savage Nations, 
being etre that on your ſide, you 
will refuſe me no Aſſiſtance that may tend 


to bring this Work about, which cannot 
be otherwiſe than extreme difficult, by the 


many Abuſes that have crept among them 
for a great while. 


” 
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I pip my ſelf the Honour to inform you, 
the 19th of Auguſt laſt, by way of the 
Illinois, and the 24th of the ſame Month, 
by the way of France, of the Situation in 
which I found the Affairs of this Country, 
at my Arrival; and what means I intended 
to make uſe of to remedy what was amiſs: 
I alſo acquainted you of an Attempt the 
Chichacas had made in May laſt, upon a 
French Pirogue, on the Banks of the Miſſi- 
ſapbi, 40 Leagues above the River of the 


Tagouxs. 


THE Chicachas have ſince returned me, at 
different times, three French Men, a French 
Woman, and a Savage of cur Allies, whom 
they had taken in the Pzrogue ; and they 
wrote to me by the Priſoners, in the moſt 
moving manner; to engage me to grant 
them Peace; that they knew [ was the Son 
of a mighty Chief, who had ſo long go- 
verned all the Nations of the North, and 
had made them happy, which gave them 
Hopes that I would pity them, by reſtor- 
ing them Lite, which they had not enjoyed 
for many Years. They alſo came ſeveral 
Times to our Fort of the Halibemons, to 
deſire the Commarider of the Polt ro write 
to me in their Favour, and to let me know, 
that if I would procure them Peace, they 
G would 
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would drive the Engliſh from them, and 
would receive ſuch Perſons to treat as I 
ſhould think fit to appoint. They have, 
in the laſt Place, ſent me a white Flag 
and a Wand of Peace, which I found at 
Mobile on my Arrival there; and they ſent 
me Word, they would repair in a ſhort 
Time to the Ha/ibamons, to know my laſt 
Reſolution. Immediately I ſent an Expreſs 
to the Commander of the Poſt of the Hali- 
bamons, to let them know, in caſe they were 
come for my Anſwer, that I was highly 
pleaſed with their preſent Diſpoſition ; that 
the Engl; were the Cauſe of all their Miſ- 
fortunes, and that they were taking proper 
Meaſures to preſerve the Peace I was en- 
deavouring to procure for them, in reſolv- 
ing to drive the Engliſh out of their Coun- 
try, and to receive none but French to treat 
with ; and that, as ſoon as this Condition 
ſhould be performed, I would ſend for the 
Chiefs and principal People of their Nation, 
after I ſhould ſettle the Peace with the 
Chactas, my Children, who were ſuddenly 
expected at Mobile, and whom I would in- 
fluence in their Favour, and engage them 
to ſend my Views of making Peace for all, 
and unite their Intereſts. In Conſequence of 
this, | helda general Aſſembly at Medaille, 
Jan. 29. of the fix principal Chiefs, and 
other conſiderable Leaders, and principal 


Warriors 
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Warriors of the ſeveral Villages of the Chac- 


tas Nation, with which I was entirely ſa- 
tisfied. 


I FouND them very different from what I 
had been told: They are tractable Savages, 
and ſtrongly attached to the French; of 
which they gave me a Proof in the Council 
I aſſembled. in relation to the Peace the 
Chicachas ſue for. 


I MADE a Speech to them, in which I 

ave a Relation of all the Steps that the 

hicachas had taken with me, to obtain 
Peace ; and obſerving that it was not pro- 
per to grant it till they had performed 
their Promiſes of driving out the Engliſh ; 
they anſwered me, in the Name of their 
whole Nation, that having a better In- 
ſight into Aﬀairs, and knowing the Red 
Men and. their Intereſts better than them- 
ſelves, they referred themſelves to what- 
ever I ſhould judge beſt to determine, either 
as to Peace or War ; that they had no other 
Will than mine, to which they would ſub- 
mit in every thing ; and that they would 
contentedly remain in their Villages for my 
Orders, where they were in haſte to return, 
leſt their Wives and Children ſhould ſuffer 
by their Abſence. 
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AETER I had expreſſed the Satisfaction I 
had received from their Manner of acting 
in theſe nice Circumſtances, I told them, 
that as ſoon as the Chicachas had driven a- 


way the Exeliſb, I would give them Peace, 


bur that without that Condition, I could 
not "elolve to do ſo ; being perſuaded, that 
it would be of no uſe, and that they would 
not long obſerve it. I alfo added, that as 


the Chicachas had fixed a time to come to 


the Hulibamons, to acquaint me with their 


final Reſolution, which was not yet ex- 


pired; and as themſelves were preſſing to 
return to their Villages, I would adviſe 
them to a Suſpenſion of Arms, till I knew 
whither the Chicachas had drove out the 


Engliſh from them; for which purpoſe I 


was going to ſend an Expreſs, at whoſe 
Return I would let them know, whether 
it was Peace or War. That in caſe of 
Peace, it ought to be a ſolid one; that 
they ſhould not break it without acquaint- 
ing me with their Reaſon, and without my 
Conſent; but on the contrary, if War 
ſhould be continued, they ſhould puſh it 
more vigorouſly than ever, in order to 
oblige that Nation to keep its Word, and 
to perform my Will. 


THE 
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THx Chactas very much approved of what 
I ſaid, and promiſed entirely to conform, 
reſerving however to themſelves the Right 
of Defence, during the Suſpenſion of Arms, 
and even of vigorouſly repelling the Chica- 
chas if they preſumed to attack them in their 


hunting Places or Villages, which I very 
much approved of. 


T ACTED in this Manner, Sir, to ſhew the 
Chi cachas, that it only depends upon me 
to procure the Peace they have ſo earneſtly 
defired; and to let them know at the ſame 
Time, that I will not grant it till they have 
driven the Engliſb out of their Country, 

without which the Peace could be of no Uſe 
to them, and prejudicial to us all. 


BEFORE the Chactas were departed from 
Mobile, I received an Expreſs from the Ha- 
libamons, by which I was informed that the 
 Chicachas were not yet arrived there. The 
appointed Time indeed was not expired 
when the Expreſs came away; but as, in 

November laſt, a Party of Chactas meeting 
with an Engliſþ Convoy upon the Road be- 
tween Carolina and the Country of the Chi- 
cachas, plundered it, and killed three Eng- 
h/fhmen, and two Chicachas : I apprehend, 
that this Affair, which muſt have proyoked 


the 


t * S 
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the Engliſh, has engaged them to uſe their 
utmoſt Endeavours with the Chicachas to 

revent their making Peace with us and the 
Chactas; for ſince that Stroke, the Chica- 
chas have not returned to the Halibamons; 
ſo that I am itill in Uncertainty with Re- 
gard to them. If they come *tis well; it 
will be a Sign tbat they are for a ſolid Peace, 
by driving the Hygliſb from them; if, on 
the contrary, I hear nothing by the Time 
preſcribed, I will cauſe them to be harder 
puſhed than ever; tor which I depend much 
upon the Chactas, who grow warlike, and 


who have promiſed to execute my Orders. 


As I know your Inclinations to concur in 
what's for the Good of the Service, it will 
be proper to engage your Nations to fall 
upon them with more Vigour than ever. I 
know that they are much afraid of them, 


and jt will be the certam Way to bring 


them to Reaſon, in caſe they ſhould break 
their Word with me. I beg, Sir, you will 
pleaſe to give me your Orders accordingly. 


I RECEIVED Advice of an Action committed 
againſt them laſt Summer by the Savages 
of the North; of which, perhaps, - they 
had never ſeen the like : It was of a famous 
Chicacha, who was killed in Sight of their 


Villages; whoſe Heart they tore out, and 
cut 
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cut him Limb from Limb. This Proceeding, I 
am informed, ſpread Terror amongſt them, 
and had a great Share in the laſt Step they 
took to ſue for Peace with ſo much Ear- 
neſtneſs. 


IF theſe Savages perſiſt in their Suit, and 
abandon the Exgliſb, I ſhall not heſitate to 
give them Peace ; and in that Cafe. they 
will undoubtedly inſiſt upon the northern 
People's leaving off Hoſtilities againſt them. 
For which Purpoſe, and in order to give 
you Advice of it, I will immediately ſend 
an Expreſs to carry Necklaces to the upper 
Nations, to engage them to ſtop the Paſſa- 
ges, and that you may give your Orders 
| accordingly ; and to the End that we may 

be able to act jointly for the Good of the 
Service, by procuring to this Colony the 
Franquility it has need of; and that we 
may draw from it all the Advantages it 
gives Hopes of, by the different Matters it 
contains of the greateſt Conſequence to 
Commerce; every Thing thrives abundantly 
ina Climate which is, perhaps, the fineſt 
in the World: It is a perpetual Spring, ex- 
cepting four Months hot Weather, which 


however are tolerable. 


I Have found this Country far different 
from what it was repreſented; had I known 


what 


„„ 


what I now do, I ſhould not have given my 
ſelf, Sir, ſo much Trouble about coming 
hither. My Health has been a little im- 
aired on my Arrival, but now enjoy it to 
Perfection. have Hopes that I ſhall ſerve 
Cannada without any Inconveniency. 


I SUFFER, Sir, no Troubles on Account of 
Mr. Amand de Rigaud ; I was well perſuaded 
of your Concerns for them ; it was not ne- 
ceſſary that you ſhould give me new Aſ- 
ſurances, they even praiſe the obligin g 
Terms you employ with them. Permit, 
that, on my Part, I give my moſt humble

Calumet, or Pipe of Peace (among the Indians) is a large 
Tobacco Pipe, made of red, black or white Marble; the Head 
is finely poliſh'd, and the Quill, which is commonly two Feet 
and a half long, is made of a pretty ſtrong Reed or Cane, 
adorned with K. of all Colours, interlaid with Locks of 
Women's Hair : They tie to it two Wings of the moſt curious 
Birds they can find, which makes their Calumet ſomewhat re- 
ſemble Arey Wand. This Pipe is a Paſs and Safe Conduct 
amongſt the Allies of the Nation who has given it; and in all 
Embaſſies the Ambaſſador carries it as the Symbol of Peace 
and they are generally perſuaded that a great Misfortune would 
befal them if they violated the publick Faith of the Calamer.
